RUSSIA DOUBTS MOTIVES. 


Assurances in President’s Procla- 
mation Expected to Dispel — 
Fears of Diplomats 
as to Orient.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[Special,]— 
Jealousy and suspicion of the United States, 
first by Russia and then by Japan, is a 
stumbling block in the way of a general 
acceptance of Secretary Hay’s proposal to the 
powers relative to the localization of hos- 
tilities on the one hand and the preserva- | 
tion of China on the other. 

The proclamation of neutrality issued by 
President Roosevelt today was delayed only 
that its wording might be scanned with the 
utmost care. As it was finally issued it.is 
believed it will serve to convey to Russia 
and to its ally, the republic of France, the 
guarantee of the actual good faith of the 
United States. Great Britain and Germany, 
as has been repeatedly stated, were com- 
mitted in advance to the theory sent out by 
Secretary Hay. The government of France 
also was committed to the same principle, 
and, so far as its own interests were con- 
cerned, gladly would have followed the ini- 
tilative of the United States. 


Note Is Misconstrued. 

The whole difficulty, therefore, resolves it- 
self into the suspicious attitude of the Rus- 
sian government. Secretary Hay's note to 
the powers Was misconstrued both at St.. 
Petersburg and Paris, so far as the press re- 
ports go. Russia appears to fear the United 
States is meditating an alliance which pro- 
poses to guarantee that Manchuria and Corea, 
after present hostilities are over, shall both 
be restored intact to China. 

Secretary Hay has never proposed any- 
thing of this kind, but Russian officials seem 
to believe that the whole purpose of the 
initiative taken by the United States is to de- | 
prive Russia of the fruits of victory in case 
it has any victory to bear fruit, which now 
seems less probable than it did a week ago. |

For the express benefit of the Russians 
special attention is called to the treaty be- 
tween the United States and the Czar’s gov- 
ernment signed fifty years ago, in which it {s 
declared free ships shall make free goods 
and that the property of neutrals, even if on 
an enemy’s ship. shall not be subject.to con- 
fiscation unless the same shall be contraband 
of war. 

Neutrality Is Defined. — 

Unusual stress has been laid in the procla- 
mation upon the section warning citizens of 
the United States that they must not enlist 
or aid personally either one of the nations at 
war. Neutrality is not violated by the sell- | 
ing of arms or munitions of war either to 
Japan or to Russia, but neutrality is violated 
by any attempt to enlist for service in the 
armies of either country or recrujt men in the 
United States who are to fight in the army or 
navy either of Japan or Russia. 

_ Persons who do this are likely to be pun- 
ished by the United States government, and 
persons who carry munitions of war on high 
seas do so at their peril, for such articles are 
contraband of war, and if seized at sea, even 
if carried by a néutral ship, will be con- 
fiscated, and the government of the United 
States will not make the slightest effort to 
recover damages for the owner. : 

In every particular the proclamation of 
neutrality is made as complete as possible 
to satisfy the czar the United States is mere- 
ly indulging in its famous “shirt sleeve 
diplomacy "’ and that Secretary Hay’s notes 
mean no more nor less than they seem to 
mean on their face. | 

France 


to Satisfy 
If Russia can be satisfied the United States 


garding the future government of Manchuria, 
France at once, it is believed, will give in its 
adhesion to Secretary Hay’s note. Germany 
and Great Britain informally agreed to Sec- 
retary Hay’s proposition several days ago, 
so that all that is standing in the way of 
a general agreement is the hesitation of 
France to do anything which by any possibil- 
tty could give offense to Russia, as France 
and Russia are bound by extraordinary ob- 
ligations to stand by each other. 

It is hoped the Russian government, either 
chastened by its severe punishment or else 
illuminated by the forcible neutrality procla- 
mation of President Roosevelt, will abandon 
its suspicions of the United States and thus 
permit France to join with the other two 
great powers of Europe in following out the 
policy. 

Theater of Diplomacy. 

At the state department today !t was clear- 
ly evident that the United States has become 
the theater of the most delicate diplomacy of 
the world. Sir Mortimer Durand, British am- 
bassador; Mr. Takahira, Japanese minister; 
Count Cassini, Russian ambassador; Mr. 
Minhui Cho, Corean minister; Baron Karl 
von Giskra, chargé of the Austro-Hungarian 
embassy; Count Vincenzo Macchi di Cellare, 
Italian chargé, and other diplomats inter- 
ested in the eastern situation were among [ 
the callers. The Corean minister really 
called to say good-by, as he had already been 
recalled by his government, and had taken 
no part in the negotiations, although his 
country is at the present time in possession 
of the Japanese and the border is being over- 
run by Russians. 3 

Hay’s Negotiations Clever. 

It developed during an exchange of views 
by the distinguished diplomats gathered in 
the room adjacent to Secretary Hay’s office 
that his negotiations have not only been 
clever, but straightforward and methodical.

Japs Lose Three Torpedo Boats. 

It is reported that out of the four Japanese 
torpedo boats which made the first attack 
Monday night three were sunk with great 
loss of life. The fourth was a twenty-eight 
knot boat and escaped. 

Two Japanese officers and eighteen men 
swam ashore from one of the sunken torpedo 
boats. They are now in prison in Port Ars 
thur. 
_ I have heard the following account of the 
first surprise from a Russian naval officer. 
The battleship Pallada was on the outside 
‘edge of the Russian fleet and on lookout duty 
that night. The chief artillery officer noticed 
four torpedo boats approach, with full lights, 
in all respects looking Nke Russian torpedo’ 
boats. He informed the captain that they 
were Japanese vessels. 

Russian Captain Deceived. 

The captain denied this and said they were 
built in Port Arthur. The artillery officer 
insisted, and the captain got angry, saying: 

“I am in command of this ship, sir.” 

Despite this, the artillery officer gave or- 
ders to prepare for action. Immediately 
after the Japanese launched a torpedo, but 
the Pallada was able to retaliate Instantly, 
and the other Russian ships at once cieared 
for action. 

Damage to Czarevitch. 

The Czarevitch was towed Into the harbor 
at 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. It is sald 
thet only the outer bottom was penetrated 
by the Japanese torpedo, and the Russians 
are now busy repairing it. It can be repaired 
im two or three days. The Pallada is stilt 
outside, beached. It must be seriously in- 
jured, but is being repaired. It is now the 
only one of the torpedoed vessels outside the 
inner harbor. A shell struck the hospital 
ship inside the basin during the bombard- 
ment.

The Japanese were a degree hurt by such 
a conspicuous defection in Sympathy and 
moral support, when it was proved before 
the ships left that all danger of European 
protest or interference at Panama was 
past, and the admirals pulled up anchor 
slowly, expecting their orders to be counter- 
manded. 

For months past, foreign merchants have 
suffered with Japanese merchants from the 
political uncertainty and the stagnation in 
business, quite as much as if there were 
war. Every contract has had its war clause 
for months, insurance rates have risen,. 
contracts are canceled, and the demand for 
foreign luxuries drops each day. — 

Every ship comes from America loaded 
to the last nick Of space with flour and food- 
stuffs and accessories of war. One ship 
poured a stream of flour bags from its holds in 
Yokohama, and all day at Kobe another 
coolie and another bag of flour was as con- 
tinuous, as the locust and the grain of corn 
in the Egyptian fable. An endless chain of 
“XXX” bags poured out the port side into 
lighter after lighter, and bags of “‘ vingo ” 
went to starboard, the chanting crews pow- 
dered snow white with bursting bags, and 
even the upper decks whitened with flour. 
Then rolls of wood pulp creaked overhead 
and came down like mill stones in thé bottom 
of empty lighters, and the stream of flour 
gathered head again thd concealed the pulp 
rolls from view. \ 


For three months the Japanese subsistence 

department has been accumulating flour, to 
be baked into hardtack for campaign use, the 
service ration of balls of boiled rice not being 
as reliable in a fleet footed, lively campaign 
as the American hardtack and sea biscuit. 
This and the substitution of khaki color for 
white clothes in war were the two things 
Japan learned from the foreign object lessons 
afforded by the seven allies at Pekin. : 
Coal is the burden of talk among treaty 
port men—coal prices, and shipments, and 
rates, and gossip about coal is as regular as 
comment on the weather. Coal, as the first 
necessity, the sinew of naval war, is pouring 
to the shores of the Yellow sea from every 
mining region in the world. With all this 
end of Japan underlaid with valuable coal 
beds, and the naval and mercantile ships of 
all nations regularly coaling at Nagasaki, 
the Japanese government has brought thou- 
sands of tons of coal from Cardiff for the use 
of its warships, nothing undone to add to the 
efficiency of the fleet.

MORE CRUISERS WANTED. 


National Defense and Meinten- 
ance of Foreign Policy De- 
| clared Paramount. 


Washington. D. C., Feb. 11.-In the report 
on the naval appropriation bill to the house 
teday by Chairman Foss of.the naval affairs 
committee the gauntlet thrown down by Sen- 
ator Gorman in his announced policy of in- 
ternal improvements in place of naval con- 
struction is taken up with vigor. The report 
says: | 
“The committee recommended the con- 
‘gtruction of more than the usual number of 
cruisers in view of the fact that last year we 


give a better proportion to our navy. 

“If we judge public sentiment, it is in fa- 
vor of the continuance of the policy of build- 
ing up our navy. If we stopped now we would 
be left behind the leading countries of the 
world. 

“The American people will not indorse the 
policy of sacrificing the American navy for 
internal improvements, nor is there any such 
necessity. 

‘ Foremost and above all must stand eon- 
siderations of national defense, maintenance 
of our foreign policies, and protection @f 
American citizens everywhere. The Amert- 
can people are not willing to lessen their in- 
fluence on this hemisphere nor forsake their 
interests on the other.” 


Appropriations for Ships. 

The appropriation for new ships for the 
navy, as well as the completion of those now 
under construction, is dealt with in the report 
as follows: 

“To complete all the ships authorized up 
to the present time, including their construc- 
tion and machinery, armor and armament 
and equipment, will cost $82,718,659, which 
may be divided as follows: 

“Construction and machinery, $46,532,450. 

“Armor and armament, $35,786,209. 

*“* Equipment, $400,000. 

“Of this sum we appropriate in this bill 
$19.826.860 for construction and machinery 
and $12.000,000 for armor and armament, 
making a total of $31,826,860, which leaves a 
balance of $50,801,699 to be appropriated 
hereafter. 

“The ships authorized are:

* Two first class armored cruisers of 14,500 
tons; cost, each, $6,505,000. 

‘Three scout cruisers of not more than 
8,750 tons; cost, each, $2,200,000 

“Two colliers to be capable of.accompany- 
ing the battle fleet, to Garry 500 tons of cargo 
coal, the total cost of each to be $2,100,000. 
_ “ The total cost of the above program will 
be $28, 885,000.”"" 

How Vessels May Be Built.

and unrestricted competition in letting con-

It is stated that the greatest naval prob-. 
lem of the day is the training of men for the 
navy. An increase of 3,000 men is provided 
for and a training station on the great lakes 
recommended. When this station is com- 
pleted and the facilities for training men 
increased a larger yearly increase will be 
demanded. 

The total amount of the bill is $96,338,038.

Corporation Counsel Tolman Cites Prece- 
dents and Declares Tuley Erred in 
Suggesting Doubt of Validity. 


* Corporation Counsel Tolman yesterday de- 
clared Judge Tuley erred in his recent dicta 
implying a doubt that the city has the right 
to demand direct money compensation from 
a street railway co y in return for a 
franchise. He iebead the following state- 
ment in the evening: | 

“* There has been much discussion of Judge 
Tuley’s interesting suggestion of his doubts 
as to the validity of compensation clauses in 
street railway ordinanees. Judge Tuley is 
careful not to commit himself to a final and 
definite statement of the law on this ques. 
tion. 

“This question has been decided in favor 
of the legality of such tompensation clauses 
in Rhode Island,. Pennsylvania, and Ken- 
tucky. The most recent text books declare 
in favor of the validity of such compensa- 
tion The Supreme Court of 
Illinols, im the case of the Chicago General 
railway company against the city, 176 LL, 
253, sustained a provision for a mileage tax 
mes compensation, in addition to a car license 

ee.”’

Ann Arbor, Mich:, Feb. 11.—[Special.]—

*‘ graft’’ is mere ignorance were given to 
the Michigan Political Science-Municipal 
league allied convention tonight by John F. 
Bible. In a list of sixty-five Michigan cities 
he showed that the price of one electric light 
a year ranged from $25 to $140. One of the 
smallest Michigam towns—Ypsilanti—pays 
the minimum rate. Mr. Bible's investigation 
showed that this 500 per cent difference in 
lighting cost had not gone into corrupt alder- 
men’s pockets, but to shrewd business 
egents, who charge immensely different 
rates for the same service in different cities. 
In most cases Mr. Bible found that the 
duped municipality imagined itself getting

MEN ARF NOT BORN EQUAL 
ASSERTS BISHOP SPALDING. 


Roman Catholic Clergyman Speaks on 
“Education” at St. Mary’s Church, 
Evanston— What Gives Life Value. 


That all men are not born equal was the 
declaration. made by Bishop Spalding of 
Peoria at St. Mary's Roman Catholic church 
in Evanston last evening. 

“ Men are not equal,”’ he said, “‘ and never 
were, and never willbe, There is noequality. 
Men are never equal in mental and physical 
power. Races are not equal. When we say 
that all men are born equal, we mean that 
they ought to have equal opportunities, 

“Our government at present is supposed to, 
and does to a greater extent than any other 
nation, give men equal opportunities, but it 
is impossible to do this absolutely. The 
theory is all right, but men and conditions are 
defective.” 

‘ Education ’’ was the subject of Bishop 
Spalding’s address. 

‘Man is weakest in solitude,” he said. 
He is an animal—asavage. Heis strength- 
ened by communication with fellow men. 
Our power of language is.a social product. 
Education is not confined to schools. The 
worth of education is the worth of human 
life. The people of the United States are the 
richest people in the world because they are 
the best educated. 

‘“‘The life of man does not depend on the 
things he possesses, but on education. The 
purpose of life is tofurther life. Nothing, 
and this does not include man alone, has value 
unless it is educated. 

‘* We value our political liberties because 
they educate us, because they give usa right 
to improve ourselves.’’

Assistant to Attorney General 
Submits Statement as to 


Washington, D. Feb. 11.—The case 
against. the Northern Securities company is 
the only one of the actions against trusts 
‘which has been. considered by the attorney 
general to be of such “ general public im- 
portance’ as to entitle it to precedence over 
other litigations. This statement was made 
to the house today in a report signed by 
Acting Attorney General W. A. Day in re- 
sponse to a resolution of inquiry as to the 
present status.of the various pending suits 

In giving this status, Mr: Day takes up the 
case of the Northern Securities company 
first, saying the petition’ was filed March 
10, 1902, and the case.is now pending on 
appeal in the Supreme court. - 

. Status of Railway Case. 

After giving the status of different cases 
the report says: as 
I inadvertently omitted from my report of Jan. 
13," 1904, the case of the interstate commerce com- 
mission against the Chesapeake and Ohio and New

In the case of the Jacksonville Wholesale Gro- 
ers’ association the petition was filed Sept. 12, 
1908; the case is now pending in the Circuit court 
se the southern district of Florida at Jackson- 

le. 

In the salt trust case the indictment was found 
Feb. 28, 1908, in the District court for the north- 
ern district of California at San Francisco. 

In the case of the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion against Baird and others the petition was 
filed July 1, 1903, and the case is now pending in 
the Supreme .court of the United States. 

In the case of the commission against the Nash- 
ville.

BATTLES WITH OCPOPD 


OLD MAN LONGTIN, A CANADIAN, 
| TELLS OF HIS EXPERIENCE.

When He Was Caught in the Tenta- 
cles of a Giant Cuttlefish—Was 
About to Be- Dragged Overboard 
When He Secured an Ax and after 
Fight Released Himself—Was Once 
Struck by Tail of a Whale.

Gaspe Basin, Canada, Feb. 11.—The de- 
struction wrought among the fish along the 
bay by small sharks, cuttlefish, and seals is 
forcing some of the best of the population to 
seek homes in other places. Unless the gov- 
ernment lends its aid to the fishing business 
the dominion ts in danger of losing one of its 
important industries. | 

All classes of the community are oalling 
for a system of bounties upon both seal and 
dogfish, such as is paid for the scalps of 
men would regularly undertake the destrug- 
tion of these pests. ; 

Not far from the Anticosti coast long lines 
of stout rope were let down more than a hun- 
dred fathoms.: These were fitted with shark 
hooks.and baited. Evidently shark provender 
was goarce, for the fieh bit greedily and were 
easily captured, made helpless, perhaps, by 
the. sudden change to the lower pressure of 
water nearer the surface. 


Old Man Longtin’s Story. 
: Tt was in these waters that old Jacob Long- 
tin received a shock and an injury which 
sent him away from the seaboard to work 
in an finland town. 

The old man had been one of the most ad- 
venturous souls along the coast. He it was 
who, when: acting as harpooner in’ Hudson's 
bay, was knocked overboard ty a blow from 
a whale’s tale and dragged through the water 
because a bight of the “fast” line had 
twisted around his ankle. 

He contrived to get at his clasp knife, open 
{t, and sever the line. . Though much ex- 
hausted he managed to cling to the bucket 
to which the line had been attached, until 
picked up by the boats of another ship. He 
insisted upon se!ting his own broken leg and 
made a job of it, too. .. 

According to his own statement Me never 
lost his grip altogether until one day when, 
as he was drifting in his fishing boat past 
Anticosti, he idly threw an old bolt into what 
looked like a mass of well washed wreckage. 
Immediately there arose a great hooked beak, 
“as big as a water hanker,’’ Longtin de- 
clared. 

In an instant the head was alongside the 
slowly moving boat, and from the depths 
came two long. pink arms, twenty feet of 
them; with padlike suckers on one side. 


Great Feelers Reach for Him. 


These two féelers colled themselyes about 
the boat and one of them fasténed ‘on the 
man’s bafe arm. ‘Longtin’ declares he 
thought his life and soul were being dragged 
out of him. He was being pulled from his 
seat, when his hand met, the handle of his 
ax. In a moment he struck at the,head, but 
the blow glanced from the curved bill as from 
solid horn. 

His next blow was at the great limb which 
grasped him, and this he maimed seriously. 
The pain in the injured arm increased tenfold, 
but another hack at:the snakelike tentacle 
severed it altogether, and the monster sank 
beneath the surface. 

Asked if he noticed any discoloration ofthe 
water, as is usual] when the outtiefish re- 
treats, Longtin invariably answers: “I 
tell you, everything was black just then, and 
ali lam sure of is that my arm hurt as though 
the devil had hold of it, and I was as seasick 
as a baby.” 

The wound on his arm never healed. The 
doctors said it was as though he had been 
cupped, the marks of the teeth with which 
each sucker is armed being distinctly visible. 


PERILOUS JOURNEY AFOOT 
OVER ICE FROM STEAMER. 


Engineer and Steward of the Empire 
State Tell of Trip to Shore from Ves- 
sé] Trapped in Floes. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb: 11.—[Special. ]—Sec- 
ond Engineer Thomas Murphy and Steward 
Bert Williams of the steamer Empire State, 
which is in the ice off Highland Park. who 
walked ashore over the ice floes, arrived here 
today and reported: : 

“ At times we thought it was.all up with 
us,”’ said Mr. Murphy tonight, telling of his 
dangerous walk on the ice. ‘ 

“The Empire State left Chicago on Mon- 
day, but barely passed the piers when we 
struck the ice. It varied from six inches to 
ten feet, and the boat had a terrible time 
breaking through !{t. About 8 o’clock In the 
morning, off Highland Park, the boat became 
eo firmly wedged in that at9 o'clock I tried to 
go ashore to notify the company. Three of 
the passengers came along. Walking was 
exceedingly bad. for we had to climb over 
slippery windrows. while the ice seemed to 
move under our feet. It was about ten miles 
to shore. 

Start Back to Ship Over Ice. 

_“* We finally reached Highland Park pump- 
Ing station and from there telephoned to 
Chicago. About 1 o'clock Mr. Williams and 
myself started to walk back to the boat. 
By this time the wind had grown stronger 
and the ice field was breaking up. Wecould 
-hear it crack beneath our feet, and: then 
these cracks would suddenly widen to six or 
ten feet. We were weak and exhausted, but 
kept on. Sometimes the ice would crack 
before. we reached it, and there would be 
wide gaps, with the ice floes moving around. 
Then we would have to watch our chance, 


and when the floes came near together we 


would jump across the gap to the slippery 
footing on the other side. ; 

* After about three -hours of work we had 
made about half the distancetothe ship, But 
it kept getting worse and more dangerous, 
and we gave it up and started to go back to 
the shore. This seemed ‘even worse, but we 
kept on, and about 7 o’clock we reached the 
shore again.”’

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—Near- 
ly all of the Baltimore banks and financial :

BISHOP DECLARES UNIVERSITY 
SOON WILL BE FOUNDED. 


MeCabe Tells Methodist College Pres- 
idents American Institution Given 
by People Is to Be Established at 
Washington—Intended to Combat 
Advance of Roman Catholics, 
Planned by Archbishop Quigley— 
Athletics Favored. 


“ The establishment of the proposed Amer- 
ican. university in Washington, D. C., al- 
ready is assured,”’ declaned Bishop C. C. 
McCabe yesterday afternoon in addressing 
the Methodist College Presidents’ associa- 
tion at Northwestern university. ‘‘ This 
great school of the Methodist Episcopal 
church is demanded by conditions through- 
out the United States, and these demands 
soon will be realized’’ 

Will Oppose Roman Catholics. 

“The Jogic of the situation of the Ameri- 
can university is irresistible,”’ he declared. 
“ We must have it. The Roman Catholic 
church for years has seen the advantage of 
having a university in Washington. While 
we must cherish all charity for Roman 
Catholics, the recent speeches of Archbishop 
Quigley upon the question of religious educa- 
tion should fire the heart of every Protestant 
with the determination that the purpose of 
the Roman Catholics as stated by him shall 
be frustrated, and their plans for the con- 
trol of the childhood of the United States 
overwhelmed with defeat... 

“This cannot be done if we allow the edu- 
cational interests of the capital of the na- 
tion to go into their hands. If the whole 
land were filled with colleges and universi- 
ties, it would be a fatal mistake to leave the 
capital of the nation without a university 
to stand for Protestant religion. 

People to Build University. 

“We easily can build, and endow, and 
equip such an institution as this. The peo- 
ple, when the effort is fairly made, will re- 
spond. We earnestly hope every pastor may 
plead the cause of the Amerigan university 
to his people. 

“Fifteen hundred students already have 
applied for admission into halls yet unbuilt. 
Our lonely building, the hall of history, must 


| have company soon. The next is to be called 


the McKinley Memorial building. 

*“*T should greatly prefer to see this uni- 
versity built and endowed by the whole 
church rather than by a few individuals. I 
once said to President McKinley, in speak- 
ing of a millionaire: ‘If yougive mea letter 
to him, I believe I can get him to take hold 
of this institution.’ With emphasis he 
answered: ‘If I could endow this university 
by writing you a letter, I would not doit. I 
want the people to build and endow our uni- 
versity.’’ 

The college presidents indorsed the univers- 
ity, making the stipulation that it should not 
be opened until the endowment fund had 
reached $5,000,000. | 

Upholds Athletics in Coll 

President C. E. Shelton of Simpson col- 
lege, Indianola, Ia., was the next speaker. 
He declared, college athletics were a benefit 


_and had an educational value not appreciated 


by faculties. 

‘*We may legislate against football, we 
may deplore the professionalism of baseball, 
and argue at length against the absorption 
of the twentieth century student in these 
matters physical,”’ he said, “ but we must 
realize that by proper use of the form of 
physical training, which calls for the most 
intense application of will in physical con- 
trol, we may cultivate powers and tendencies 
that will make the will efficient in morals. 

‘‘T am at a loss to find any place where a@ 
man can be so trained for higher purposes 
as fn preparing himself to represent his 
school on the athletic teams.” 

Oppose a Union of Colleges. 

“The educators, many of whom on Wednes- 
day favored the plan for a union of their 
institutions, later decided against the prop- 
osition. They adopted the following at the 
close of their’ meeting: 

. Resolved, That we, the members of the College 
Presidents’ association, have heard with interest. 
and pleasure the papers of President James of 
Northwestern and President Murlin of Baker uni- 
versity on the unification of Methodist educational 
institutions, but we as an association do not con- 
sider the plan practical, nor do we look upon it 
with favor. : 

It was intended to divide the institutions 
into university, college, and academy classes, 
and to have each section of the country pro- 
vided with the three grades, the motto being 
“The World Our Parish.”’ ; 

Presidents Guests at Banquet. 

The forty presidents in the evening attend- 
ed a banquet given in their honor by the 
Chicago Methodist Social union at the Au- 
ditorium. Five hundred members of the 
union were present.

Edmund J. James, president of the North- 
western university and also of the union, 
presided, and five minute addresses were 
made by nearly all of the college leaders.

Detective Blaul Describes 
Deadly Struggle with Ban- 
dit in a Saloon. 


QUINN WAS THE VICTIM. 


‘Other Witnesses in Car Barn 


Case Tell of Prisoner’s 
Boasts and Threats. 


A dramatic recital of the murder of John 
Quinn, the Sheffield avenue detective, who 
was killed in trying to arrest Gustav Marx, 
one of the car barn bandits, held the atten- 
tion of the court and jury for two hours 
yesterday afternoon. William B. Biaul, who 
was Quinn's partner, and was with him at 
the time, told the story. The testimony of 
the day tended more strongly than ever, the 
state claimed, to fix the murder of Francis 
Stewart, the street car employé, on the de- 
fendants, Marx, Peter Niedemeier, and Henry 
Van Dine. 

Blaul’s evidence Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olgon used to prove the guilty knowledge 
that Marx had of the Stewart murder before 
he wae arrested and of his fight to resist 
arrest. The murder of Quinn was developed 
by Marx’ attorney in the cross examination. 
Other witnesses testified that they had heard 
Marx make threats that he would never be 


taken alive, and at the same time display

‘that Marx and Niedemeier had pawned re- 

volvers in Denver, Colé., after the car barn 
a. 


Graphic Story of Murder. 

“Quinn and I went to Greenberg's saloon, 
1 Addison avenue, on Nov. 1, to arrest 
Marx,’ said Biaul in answer to questions. 
“T had known Marx for four years. When 
we reached the front window we saw him 
standing at the bar. 

“T went to the side door and Quinn en- 
tered the front. Before I had taken a step 
inside Marx saw me coming. I had my 
revolver in the pocket of my overcoat, and 
[ was holding it in my hand. Quinn was, 
coming around the end of the front screen. 

“Marx drew his revolver from his side 
trouser pocket and pointed it directly at me. 
Then hearing Quinn coming behind him 
hé whipped his arm around and fired at 
John. By this time’ I had my revolver 
drawn, and as Quinn was falling and Marx 
was turning back towards me, I fired point 
blank at him. His arm dropped to his side 
and the revolver fell. I fired again, and in 
all four times. Twice I hit him, once in the 
right shoulder and in the left leg. Quinn was 
lying on the floor, I did not know whether 
he was dead or not. 

“Tt all happened before I could realize 
Marx tried to rise and fought to escape. 
I knocked’ him down and dragged him toa 
telephone, where I stood with a revolver 
pointed at his head while I called for help 
at the police station. 

Marx Begs to Be Killed. 
“* Kill me,’ urge@ Marx as he lay on the 


floor. ‘ Kill me now.’ 
“ The three or four who were in the sgloon 


- When Marx commenced to fire ran away. I 


Was all alone until the police came. Then we 
carried Quinn out.and burried with him tothe 
hospital, where he died.” 

Every head in the courtroom was bent for- 
ward as Bilaul was telling his story. The 
jurors gave the closest attention to every 
word. Its effect was so evident that At- 
torney Popham, representing Marx, inter- 
rupted the witness at every possible occasion, 
but Blaul stood the test. He was telling the 
story of the murder of his companion—tell- 
ing the truth for a jury that was to judge of 
Meal guilt or innocence of the man who killed 


“TI am not sorry for Quinn,” Blaul said was 


Marx’s statement to him as he was being 
taken to the Harrison street police station 
some days afterward. ‘‘I would have got 
you, too, if my gun had not stuck.’”’ 


Tells of Marx’s Boasts. 


Another important witness in the after- 
noon was John Gillespie, the bartender in 
Greenberg's saloon the evening Quinn was 
shot. He said that he had known Marx and 


' Niedermeier for about a year. 


“* Marx had been drinking beer in the saloon 
for some time,” said Gillespie on the stand. 
“ He was often in the saloon. At ong time 
he said that he understood the policé were 
after him for the murder of the employés 
in the street tar barns on Sixty-first street 

“Marx said: “I will never be taken alive. 
This one will do the trick,’ he said, drawing 
@ revolver from his pocket, ‘and if it does 
not, this one will,’ he added, as he produced 
another gun.”

Was talking to them. He told them that 
the police were searching for him.

Pneumonia is only one, and not the most 
important disease, by any means, following 
a lack of observance of these laws. Nor does 
disease follow immediately on the breaking 
of these laws. The human system is worn- 
derfully elastic and accommodates itself to 
many adverse conditions. You may overeat 
for years before the disease appears. 

We habitually eat too much. We chew 
improperly, we exercise too little, we pay 
little attention to the proper ventilation of 

‘ our apartments, offices, churthes—and our 
own lungs; we drink too little of pure wa- 
ter. We are human and love our ease. We 
do know, but it is too much trouble, we for- 
get, we are too busy otherwise. To know all 
about pneumonia does not protect. That is 
only one disease we are heir to by reason of 
infractions of nature’s laws. This disease 
ie preventible—you don't have to have it. 
Knowledge is power only as you rightly use 
it. 

Prevention is the “‘ whole thing ’’ in medi- 
cine. It is much easier to prevent than to 
eure. That is why physicians advise sanita- 
tion of cities, and they must 
operation, intelligent and earnest codpera- 
tion by the public, if any progress is to be 
made.

LESSON NO. 168.—Sugar as Food. 

{This article on *‘ Sugar,’’ by Mrs. Mary Hin- 
man Abel, copied from Farmers’ Bulletin No. 93, 
will be of a series on the value of sugar as food 
and may serve to correct the wrong impressions 
many people have of this valuable food product. ] 

HE pleasant flavor of sugar, together 
with what we now know of its nutritive 
value, will account for its great pop- 
ularity as a food,, It may almost be 
said that people eat as much sugar as 

they can get, and the consumption of sugar 
in different countries is, in general, propor- 
tional to their wealth. 

The English speaking people are the 
largest consumers of sugar: In 1895 Eng- 
land consumed eighty-six pounds per capita 
and the United States sixty-four pounds, al- 
though still larger amounts are said to be 
consumed in sugar growing districts, largely 
in the form of the ripec . Denmark and 
Switzerland consumed in e@ same year 
forty-five pounds per capita, and Germany, 
France, and Holland about thirty pounds. 
Near the end of the list are Italy, Greece, 
and Turkey, with a consumption of less than 
seven pounds per capita. The consumption 
of sugar is everywhere increasing. Seven 
to eight million tons are used annually in 
the different countries of the world. 


Our chief practical interest lies in the use 
made of sugar in the animal organism, or its 
food value. Within certain Nmits we can 
look upon sugar as the equivalent of starch 
that has been digested and made ready for 
absorption. A mealy boiled potatb or a 
lump of laundry starch is in fact near akin 
to a lump of sugar; and the potato, like all 
forms of starch food, must be turned into a 
kind of sugar by the digestive juices before 
it can be absorbed as food by the system. 

The statement is commonly made that the 


food eaten by the average adult is at least 


one-half of vegetable origin, and analyses 
show that the nutrients of vegetable foods 
are largely starch. The average of eighty- 
seven dietary studies made in the United 
States shows 45 per cent animal food and 56 
per cent vegetable food, Starch furnishes 
a considerable part of the heat and muscular 
power of the body. Therefore starch or any 
food that will serve the same purpose is of 
great portance, 

To inderstand this better, we must follow 
the course of starch digestion. When 
starch food, as a morsel of boiled potato, is 
taken into the mouth, it is at once acted 
on by a ferment contained in the saliva, and 
this action is continued by a ferment con- 
tained in the intestines. It is broken up into 
simpler chemical compounds and it finally 
reaches the blood and muscles as dextrose, a 
form of sugar which can be burned to yield 
heat and muscular energy. When an excess 
of carbohydrates (sugar of starch) is con- 
sumed, the dextrose in the digestive tract is 
converted in the liver to glycogen and stored 

until required, being then, it is believed, re- 
converted into dextrose. More complex 
changes may take place which convert car- 
bohydrates consumed in excess into fat, 
which is also stored as areserve material. 


If a solution of cane sugar be injected into 
the blood, it is passed out by the kidneys 
unchanged, showing that it is not fitted for 
assimilation. The change needed, however, 
is slight compared with that required for 
the digestion of starch; it is “ inverted ”’ or 
changed into the simpler sugars, as already 
described, and this change is brought about 
in the digestive tract by the agency of 
enzyms or ferments of whose nature we 
know little. When thus changed into the 
simpler sugars its function in the body is 
similar to that of starch after it has reached 
the analogous stage in digestion.

Market for Fatures Erratic, First 
Weak, Then Strong, but Closing 

Uuchanged for July to Half a Cent 
“Lower for May—Geod Sales from 
.. BStere—Corn and Oats Recover from 
Barly Declines, Armour a Buyer— 
Provisions Stronger. 


Zonsiderable uncertainty marked the cur- 
rent of speculative activity in wheat, the 
market weak and strong by turns, and 
closing practically unchanged for the July 
and September deliveries, but 4c lower for 
the May, which closed at 05%c, after selling 
from 94%c to 06%4c. The July sold at a,new 
high figure, 88%c, but dropped back to 87%c 
at the close. On an early decline it had sold 
down to 8@%c. There was no such uncer- 
tainty in the leading cash markets of the 
eountry, wheat everywhere, especially that 
Of good quality, being in exceptionally good 
demand. Higher prices were paid here for 
the small arrivals and the Kansas City mar- 
ket was particularly strong, No. 2 red sell- 
tua there at $1.01, choicé No. 2 hard at 90c, 
aud other grades proportionately firm. Cash 
premiums at Minneapolis were advanced 
slightly. Receipts were lighter than ever 
and this seemed to stimulate the milling de-

Further 2 Cent Cut in Nebraska and 


Iowa Grain Rates Rancuneet by the 
Northwestern Railroad. 


P. 8. Eustis, passenger traffic manager of | 
the Burlington system, was reélected yes- 
terday chairman of the executive committee 
of the Western Passenger association. At 
tne annual meeting recently Mr. Eustis was 
in New Mexico for his health. He has now 
thoroughly recovered and has resumed the 
full discharge of his duties with the Bur- 
lington. 

‘Among other important business transact- | 
ed by the committee was the election of an 
arbitrator to represent the association on the 
general arbitration committee of the various 
passenger associations. General Passenger 
Agent Cairns of the Northwestern was Leth 
lected. J. R. Wood, passenger traffic 
ager of the Mebneetehata. is the chai 
of the general arbitration 
Charles Burt of the Central railroad of New 
Jersey represents the Trunk Line assocta- 
tion; O. P. McCarty of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, the Central Passenger association; H. 
C. Townsend of the Missouri Pacific, the 
Southwestern Passenger association; and 
Charles Hibbard of the New Haven line, the 
New England Passenger committee. No se- 
lections have yet been made by the Trans- 
continental ane Southern nger associa- 
tions. 

There was some discussion regarding St. 
Louls fair rates. The general passenger 
agents of the Alton, Burlington, and Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul were appointed a com- 
mittee to meet with a similar committee 
from the Southwestern association to deter- 
mine what rates should be made. It Is quite 
probable that practically the same rates 
and arrangements will be adopted by the 
western and southwestern roads as have 
been adopted by the Central Passenger as- 
sociation lines. 


Northwestern’s Sweeping Cut. 


The Northwestern again came to the front 
yesterday and dealt the Chicago Great West- 
ern a stunning blow by announcinga further 
reducti ion of 2 cents a hundred pounds in the 
through rates on grain and grain products 
from Nebraska points to Chicago, and at 
the same time reducing the rates, both lo- 
cally and proportional from 1 cent to 2 cents 
from all points in Iowa reached by its lines, 
The road will also make the rates to Peoria 
from stations, Lisbon to South Omaha and 
Toledo and Ames to Jewell junction 2% cents 
less than to Chicago. The reduced rates not

But by 
reducing the rates correspondingly from all 
Iowa territory, where it comes into com- 
petition with the Great Western the latter 
is placed in an uncomfortable position, be- 
cause the reduction in the Iowa rates will 
seriously curtail its revenues. It now be- 
comes a question which one of the roads 
can hold out the longest. 

Other Iowa lines are almost as seriously 
hurt. They have taken no action yet, but 
will undoubtedly meet the reduced rates. It 
is the evident intention of the Northwest- 
ern to force the other Chicago-Missouri river 
lines, which have been lukewarm in the fight, 
to come to its help and prevent Mr. Stick- 
ney from dictating the policy of western 
railroads.

SOME ON STAND TODAY. 


Stories of Locked Exits and Bars 
to Escape Will Form Part 
of Testimony.

The firet step in this line of inquiry was 
the study of the building and fire ordinances, 
begun in the afternoon. Subordinate at- 
tachée of the building department will be 
salled today, according to the plans. 


Carefully Study the Laws. 

Nearly two hours was given to the study 
of the ordinances, while witnesses in the 
ante-room waited to be called. When all 
the time that could be spared from the ses- 
sion was exhausted the jurors asked that 
they be furnished with copies of the ordi- 
nances for persgnal study. 

Among the Witnesses who waited to be 
heard waa Assistant Building Commissioner 
Leon EB. Stanhope. When the jurors were 
ready to resume evidence taking it was so 
late that Mr. Stanhope’s examination was 
postponed until today. He will be questioned 
closely regarding what methods were used 
in the building department to enforce the 
ordinances. 

Inspector William Curran, who could not 
be found by the detective sent to subpeena 
him during the day, will also be examined to- 
day, if he can be located. 


Men Held Offer to Testify. 

Offers of testimony’ by some of the men 
held by the coroner reached the jury. ifac- 
cepted, the jury will be put in possession of 
direct evidence of the cause of the tire, and 
of. the responsibility for providing furnish- 
inge of the theater.

Want Evidence of Locked Exits. 


“" We want more evidence of the manner in 
Which persons escaped and of the difficulties 
encountered,” said Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes. “Any one who can give 
we data of where any of the victims were | 
ween last in the theater gladly will be heard.”’ 

Evidence of this nature will be given this 
morning by Fred Reimers, 666 West North 
ivenue. Reimers, with William Ratty and 
the latter’s 5 year old son, were standing in 
the gallery when the fire burst forth. They 
fan to the upper fire escape exit and found 
#& closed. After kicking down, the inner 
Wooden door they faced iron doors, which 
they opened. Reaching the fire escape land- 
ing, they found themselves shut off from 
descent by the flames, which poured through 
exits farther down the stairway. Reimers 
Slimbed over the railing and dropped to the 
ground, fifty feet below, while Ratty and 
His son remained behind and perished. Rei- 
mers was not severely injured. 


Ignorant of Mother’s Death. 


Pathos was lent to the inquiry by the pres- 
ence of Carrie Anderson, t 13 year old 
girl who saved two smaller children by guid- 
ing them over the plank bMdge to the old 
Tremont house, but whose mother remained 
behind and perished. The child had just 
been released from the Samaritan hospital, 
but before she was called the jurors were 
imformed that she had not yet been told of 
her mother’s death. Realizing they could not 
question her without revealing that she was 
an Orphan, they postponed the hearing, ani 
the child was taken home to be told that she 
was motheriess.

CITY SECURES JUDGMENTS IN 
EVERY CASECALLED. 


Twenty-eight Property Owners Ac- 
cept Compromise, Agrecing to Pat 
In New Pavements in Piace of 

| Planks by Jaly 1—Same Settlement 

with Handreds Expected—Feorty 

Miles to Re Laid as Result of Day's | 

Work—More Suite Today. 


Twenty-eight cases brought by the special 
assessment department against property 
owners who had protested against the as- 
sesements for cement, stone, or cinder walks 
in place of old planks were called yesterday 
in Judge Carter’s court. All but ome os the 
' defendants immediately accepted the com- 
promise offered last Tuesday by Attorney 
| Redfield of the board of local improvements, 
and judgmént was entered in favor of the 
city. 

The only show of fight was made by the 
estate of A. B. McChesney. Attorney Red- 
field," in his opening speech, declared these 
owners had objected to all taxes and as- 
sesements during many years, and that the 
estate amounted to $500,000. The heirs at 
last decided to accept the offer of peace. 

More than three-fourths of the sixty cases, 
the first of those involving 500 property own- 
ers, have been disposed of in the same way, 
-and it is said the others will make the game 
settlement, the agreement being that the 
owner will have his sidewalk laid by July 1. 


Compromise Is the Rule. 


The cases settled during the day involved 
forty miles of walks, twenty miles of which 
will be laid in Lawndale by one owner, who 
has 200 lots. The Union Traction company, 
which has contested many assessments, and 
has cases pending in the Supreme court of | 
Illinois, agreed to instal] sidewalks on both 
sides of Evanston avenue and Ogden avenue 
for several miles.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE DELEGATES 
DECLARE NEW PRINCIPLES. 


Statement Sets Fortn “Our Foremoth- 
ers” Bore Equal Part in Revolution 
and Demands Same Rights as Men. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[Special.]}—A 
new déclaration of principles was adopted by 
the National American Woman's Suffrage 
association, which began its session in this 
city today. 

The declaration sets forth that though “ our 
foremothers "' bore an equal part in the revo- 
lution, its triumph brought to them no added 
rights, and through all the following century 
and a quarter taxation without representa- 
tion has. been “continuously imposed on 
women by as great tyranny as King George 
exercised over the American colonists."’ 

It protests against the injustice of non- 
representation of women in the affairs of the 
nation in view of the billions of dollars on 
which they pay taxes and demands for the |: 
4,000,000 wage earning women of the country 
the same protection of the ballot as is pos- 
sessed by wage earning men. 

The declaration demands that the ballot 
shall be extended to the women of our for- 
eign possessions on the same terms as tothe } 
men, and that the women of the United States 
nv longer shall suffer from the degradation 
ef being held not so competent to exercise 
the suffrage as a Filipino, a Hawalian, ora 
Porto Rican man. It is demanded also that 
the territorial constitutions shall secure to 


A protest is made against the recent court 
decision requiring the wife also to accept for 
herself the citizenship preferred by a hus- 
band, thus compelling a woman born !n the 
United States to lose her nationality if her 
husband chooses to declare allegiance to a 
foreign country. In brief, it is demanded 
that all constitutional and legal barriers shall 
be removed which deny to woman any indi- 
vidual right or personal freedom which they 
grant to men. 

Greetings were received from Mrs. Fen- 
wick Miller, president of a suffrage organiza- 
tion in Great Britain, and a letter was read 
from President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, pledging his hearty sup- 
port to the suffrage movement from a labor 
viewpoint. 

The chief feature of the night session was 
the annual address of Carrie Chapman Catt 
of New York, the president of the associa- 
tion.

Then, for the first time during the trial, 
Machen’s wife gave way to her feelings. She 
had followed her husband's testimony care- 
fully, and when he left the stand she, with 
tears streaming down her cheeks, embraced 
and kissed him. 

When the trial was resumed today Machen 
was cross examined regarding the introduc- 
tion of rural free delivery boxes, which 
brought forth the answer that they were a 
necessity, and he explained that previously 
to their being installed cigar boxes, bird
